Pulpit orators have been remarked 
sometimes io indulge themselves in very 
whimsical metaphors in their discourses. 
A propensity to the practice of using this 
stile is probably derived from a familiarity 
with the scriptures, metaphors being the 
language frequently used in the sacred 
volume, where we find the most solemn 
subjects, beautifully illustrated by it— 
One can scarcely forbear smiling some- 
times, at the ridiculous attempts which 
are made by some of our reverend divines 
to ornament their discourses with flour- 
ishes of rhetoric. Not long ago I stepped 
into a place of worship, when the good 
man from the sacred desk was very zea- 
lously urging the wicked part of his con- 
gregation to the necessity of repentance, 
by telling them that “hell was open be- 
fore them, and the devil, with his red hot 
pitch-fork, was at their backs ready to 
push them into the burning fiery gu!ph.” 
This was rough doctrine to be sure, and 
bears a striking contrast to the exordium 
of a discourse delivered in the reign of 
Queen Elizabeth, by a celebrated divine of 
that period, who begins by addressing his 
congregation in the following manner :— 
“TL have brought you, my friends, some 
fine biscuit baked in the oven of charity, 
carefully conserved for the chickens of 
the church, the sparrows of the spirit, and 
the swect swallows of salvation.” This 
acrostical metaphor, perhaps, rather ex- 
cels what is to be found in a sermon of 
Dr. Arrowsmith, preached before the house 
of Commons in 1642—speaking of Reti 
gion, he says, “It is a spiritual affection, 
that hath the Holy Ghost for its father, 
faith fer its mother, prayer for its mid- 
wife, the word for its nurse, sincerity for 
its keeper, and trembling for its hand- 
mail.” Again, in a fast sermon preached 
before the same legislative body, it is ele- 
igantly observed that “the fresh remem- 
|brance of sin is like a pea in an issue 
which keeps it open and makes it run.” — 
[ once heard a preacher give an account 
to his congregation of a missionary ser- 
vice he performed among some rude peo- 
ple who made some opposition to him,

RUSSIA AND TURKEY. 

An article, daied Frankfort, Oct. 21, 
states, that, after an extraordinary Divan 
at Constantinople, to which fifty-six, pers 
sons were summoned, the Reis Effendi 
addressed a very important note to the 


in which the reasons are explained that in- 
duced the Sultan to reject every proposal 
leading to a renewal by the Porte of the 
ancient relations with Russia. _ 

Intelligence had been received from 
Warsaw to the 25th of October, that the 
Rreatcr part of the Russian Western Ar- 
my, which was to have fallen back into 
the interior of the Empire, had received 
orders to retain its present position. It is 
also observed, that the new winter quar- 
ters of the Southern Army are very much 
concenirated, and the troops are distribut- 
ed in such a manner, that they may be 
united at a very short notice, if the Turk- 
ish army on the right bank of the Danube 
should make any movement indicative of 
hosti @ intentions. ’ 

The latest accounts from Constantino- 
ple are of the 27th of September. At that 
period no recent news had been received 
from the flect or from the Morea. The 
Persians had advanced on one side to Er- 
zerum, and on the other to Salimanich— 
Bagdad defended itself with great vigour, 
but its capitulation w s considered certain. 
The Turks have experienced great loss; 
and they write from Arabia that the Wecha- 
bites had carried off the caravan going from 
Mecca to Medina, killing from nine to ten 
théusand ‘1 urks. 
GREECE. 

Every fiiend of Lumanity, every one 
who sincerely desi cs the emancipation of 
the human race fiom despotic thraldom, 
must rejoice with us in the confirmations 
of the victories obtuincd by the Greeks 
over their barbarian oppressors.

He is said to have intended to pass into 
Portugal, but was betrayed by one of his 
old soldiers. He was conducted under a 
strong escort to Placentia, and the military 
commandant had sent to Madrid, to obtain 
instructions concerning him.

-PROPHECY AND HISTORY. 


The forty-fourth and forty-fifth verses 
of the eleventh chapter of the book Danie!, 
contain the following predictions: 

“ 44, But tidings out of the east and out 
of the north shall trouble him; therefore 
he shall go forth with great fury to destroy, 
and utterly to make away many. 

“45. And he shall plant the tabernacles 
of his palaces between the seas, in the glo- 
rious holy mountain :, yet he -hall come to 
bis end, and none shall help him.” 

On this pa-sage Mr. Scott, an eminent 
commentator, ofters the following remark- 
able exposition : 

“All the attempts of commentators to 
apply this to Antiochus have proved fruit- 
less; for though he went forth with great 
indignation to subdue some revolted pro- 
vinces in the east and in the north, yet he 
never returned into Judea, which land 
alone can be intended by the glorious hol 
mountain. It is more probably scuuenel 
that this part of the prophecy relates to 
events yet future. Some conjecture that 
the Persians who border on the Turkish do- 
minions to the east, and the Russians, who 
lie North of them, will unite against the 
Turks ; that in the land of Canaan the lat- 
ter will fix their camp with reat ostenta- 
tion, As well as wage the war with great fu- 
ry; and that there they shall receive such 
a defeat, as shall end in the utter subver- 
sion of their mouarchy.’’—Scott’s Bible, 
2d London Ed. 

The reader need not be told how exact- 
ly the above passage applies to the late news 
from Europe, of an expected alliance be- 
tween the Russians and Persians against 
the Turks. If Mr. Scott had written his 
commentary after reading a modern news- 
peper, he could not have adapted it more 
exactly to the eventsof the day. The cha- 
racter of the warfare waged by the Turks 
is accurately described by the terms “ great 
ostentation” and “great fury.” We will 
only add, that should the whole prediction 
contained in the text be found to apply to 
these events, we shal] hear of no alliance 
between the Turks and other nations; for 
‘the shall come to his end, and none shall 
help him.” Such a coincidence is very re- 
markable, and we are surprised it has not 
sooner been discovered.

RUSSIA AND TURKEY. 

An article, daied Frankfort, Oct. 21, 
states, that, after an extraordinary Divan 
at Constantinople, to which fifty-six, pere 
sons were summoned, the Reis Effendi 
addressed a very important note to the 
Ministers of Austria, France and Prussia, 
in which the reasons are explained that in- 
duced the Sultan to reject every proposal 
leading to a renewal by the Porte of the 
ancient relations with Russia. 

Intelligence had been received from 
Warsaw to the 25th of October, that the 
greatcr part of the Russian Western Ar- 
my, which was to have fallen back into 
the interior of the Empire, had received 
orders to retain its present position. It is 
also observed, that the new winter quar- 
ters of the Southern Army are very much 
concenirated, and the troops are distribut- 
ed in such @ manner, that they may be 
united at a very short notice, if the Tark- 
ish army on the right bank of the Danube 
should make any movement indicative of 
hosti @ intentions. 3 

The latest accounts from Constantino- 
ple are of the 27th of September. At that 
period no recent news had been received 
from the flect or from the Morea, The 
Persians had advanced on one side to Er- 
zerum, and on the other to Salimanich.— 
Bagdad defended itself with great vigour, 
but its capitulation wis considered certain. 
The Turks have experienced great loss; 
and they write from Arabia that the Wecha- 
bites had carried off the caravan going from 
Mecca to Medina, kuling from nine to ten 
théusand ‘lurks.

-PROPHECY AND HISTORY. 


The forty-fourth and forty-fifth verses 
of the eleventh chapter of the book Danie!, 
contain the following predictions: 

“ 44. But tidings out of the east and out 
of the north shail trouble him; therefore 
he shall go forth with great fury to destroy, 
and utterly to make away many. 

“45. And he shall plant the tabernacles 
of his palaces between the seas, in the glo- 
rious holy mountain: yet he -hall come to 
his end, and wone shall help him.” 

On this pa-sage Mr. Scott, an eminent 
commentator, offers the following remark- 
able exposition : 

“All the attempts of commentators to 
apply this te Antiochus have proved fruit- 
less; for though he went forth with great 
indignation to subdue some revolted pro- 
vinces in the east and in the north, yet he 
never returned into Judea, which land 
alone can be intended by the glorious hol 
mountain. Itis more probably sense 
that this part of the prophecy relates to 
events yet future. Some conjecture that 
the Persians who border on the Turkish do- 
minions to the east, and the Russians, who 
lie North of them, will unite against the 
‘Turks ; that in the land of Canaan the lat- 
ter will fix their camp with creat ostenta- 
tion, 4s well as wage the war with great fu- 
ry; and that there they shall receive such 
a defeat, as shall end in the utter subver- 
sion of their mouarchy.’’—Scott’s Bible, 
2d London Ed. 

The reader need not be told how exact- 
ly the above passage applies to the late news 
from Europe, of an expected alliance be- 
tween the Russians and Persians against 
the Turks. If Mr. Scott had written his 
commentary after reading a modern news- 
peper, he could not have adapted it more 
exactly to the eventsof the day. The cha- 
racter of the warfare waged by the Turks 
is accurately described by the terms “ great 
ostentation” and “great fury.” We will 
only add, that should the whole prediction 
contained in the text be found to apply to 
these events, we shall hear of no alliance 
between the Turks and other nations; for 
‘he shall come to his end, and none shall 
help him.” Such a coincidence is very re- 
markable, and we are surprised it has not 
sooner been discovered.
